‘An association of soccer players—the first such 
organisation in Australia—was formed recently in 
Noweastle, 

The unique organisation is known as the Australian 
Soccer Players’ Association and, as yet, involves only 
players in the area controlled by the Northern New 
South Wales Soccer Federation, 

But it is hoperl that ultimately. the association will heve 
afiiauion with all Australian State Federations and the 
Australian Soccer Fauoration, 

‘The new association's inaugural meting, held at Wallsend, 
saw John Power (Wlesion Boars Club) elected president, Jock 
MoWride [Northern Gosches Association} named gs secicuary 
and Colin Myars. (Gorait Club) ee tressurer. These three 
ecutive officers, along with Wilt Gallajher and Charlie 
Govan, foriner Newcastle Austral players, both of whom are 
now ‘with Adamstown Rosebuds, gre compiling the 
‘sociation’s constitution 

‘Association members alieve that young players will 
derive most benefit from the organisation, which will sit 
andl advise all nlayers—particularly. juniors about t0 sigh 
Goruraets for the fist ame 

‘The association's main sims are wo improve playing 
‘eonditions for players and raise she standard Gl soccer. 

Unless asked specifically, the essocistion will not aegotiate 
signing-on fees to match payments, since those are considered 
private matters between the players and clube involved, 

Tie formation of the players’ union fas como steer 
feveral pravious vain atiumpts to launch tha schema, In 
August, 1864, growing discontent among the many northern 
figst division playars led Lo tiwa meetings aimed at formira 9 
players’ union being held.
